Dr. Haanel of the Canadian fuel 
the Pennsylvania anthracite deposit is nearing 
exhaustion and that central Canada had better | 
be looking around for another source of fuel. | 
That does not fit in with the proposal that Ontario | 
should depend upon Pennsylvania for its future 
coal and ignore the possibility that freight rates 
may be brought down to a figure that would al- 
low Alberta coal to be landed in that province at 
competitive cost prices. If the scientist is right | 
it will not be a question of price in Ontario after 
a while, but a question of coal at any price. 


ANTICIPATING AUTOCRATIC POWER. 


The city council lost no time about “‘cashing 
in’’ on the power it expects to get from the Legis- | 
lature to issue and sell municipal securities with- 
out consent of the taxpayers. Bonds amounting 
to $361,992.59 have been sold within the last day { 
or so to an eastern firm, conditional upon the 
Legislature giving council authority to thus bor- 
row money without submiting a bylaw to the bur- 
gesses. Perhaps if the bonds are to be sold it is 
better business to sell them now than later on. That 
is not the point. No city couneil should have 
power to increase the debenture debt without the 
sanction of those whose property must be mort- 
gaged for the repayment of the money. To antici- 
pate the securing of such authority is about on a 
par with selling the city hall without leave or 
license and trusting that the Legislature would 
ratify the deal

WAGES OF MINERS AND LUMBERMEN 


The Oalgary Herald figures that on the 
total wages paid Alberta coal miners last year 
the 8,548 persons employed above and below 
ground drew $1,963 each. The total amount of 
money paid in coal miners wages for the year 
was $16,778,379. This amount was practically 
all paid by the people of the prairies 

How many of those who paid that 16 38-4 
millions in the price of coal and transportation 
were themselves receiving a wage of almost 
#2,000 a year? Certainly few, if any of the 
homesteaders or the partially employ ed city pop- 
ulation. During the present winter hundreds of 
meu ure working in the lumber woods at $35 and 
#40 a month and board. Charge the board ay 
41,00 a day and the gross wage is $65 to $70 a 
month, This works out at $780 to $840 a year. 

Why is not the unskilled labor employed in 
« winter lumber camp as well entitled to a 
$2,000 a year wage as that employed in coal 
mines? Many of the men employed in the lumber 
woods are homesteaders who have suffered ser- 
ious losses from drought and low prices. They 
are working in the woods for money to maintain 
thr families on their homesteads. Out of their

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THE STOCKMEN FOREGATHER. | 
Edmonton has been this week the Mecca of 
stockmen from all parts of central and northern 
Alberta. The ‘‘big four’’ breeders’ associations 
have been holding their annual meetings in the 
city, and cultivating the fraternal spirit at a ban- 
quet specially arranged to emphasize and encour- | 
age the unity of interests of those who are engag- 
ed in the production of horses, cattle, sheep and | 
swine. 
It is not everywhere and at all times that horse- | 
men, cattleomen, and sheep men can be thus got | 
to sit down together, even under the genial in- | 
fluence of their contemporaries who produce the | 
original cause of hams and bacon. Horses, cattle 


and sheep live on grass, and in certain parts of phe 
land is not 


fenced, and where the law is less rigidly enforced, 
the owners of these different kinds of grass-eating 
animals are wont to salute each other with ‘‘six 


guns,’’ bowie knives and bad language. In some 
of the western states if it were announced that 
the horsemen and cattlemen from the neighboring 
range were to hold conventions in the same town 
on the same day the populace of that community 
would take to the brush until the proceedings 
were over; while a chance encounter of either | 
clan with a party of sheepmen js a recognized and 
sufficient declaration of war. From proceedings in 
the Legislature during last session and the present 
one it is to be suspected that even in the southern 
part of this province the horsemen and cattlemen 
would not go into mourning if the Minister of 
Agriculture ran every sheep off the range. 
Perhaps in part because this is not a ranching 
country, the relations between the ‘‘rival’’ stock 
men have never been hostile. The horsemen in 
this district have never regarded the cattlemen 
as interlopers, nor have either of them looked 
upon the sheepmen as a special type of being 
whose characteristics defied description. On the 
contrary, there has been good feeling between the 
producers of the different classes of stock, a lively 
sense of common interests, and practical co-opera 
tion for the betterment of the industry as a whole 
To that is undoubtedly due, in large measure, the 
success that has been attained, and the fact that 
live stock growing holds the position it does in 
the central and northern parts of the province 
There are special reasons why the stockmen 
should get together at this time. They have 
grievances in common, and interests which can be 
best promoted by co-operation, or at least by 
sympathetic attitude and parallel action. Prices 
of all kinds of stock have flattened down since the 
war, though the loss on some lines has been 
heavier than on others. If anything is to be done | 
in the way of setting up new marketing methods 
for live stock, those engaged in all four branches 
of the business will be affected. And in the sym- 
metrical development of this mixed farming coun- 


try there is room and need that all four be ex- | 


panded, in unison rather than in rivalry. Every 
farm in this part of Alberta is adapted to horses, 
cattle, sheep or swine, and in the working out of 
things most of them will probably carry a fair 
representation of each class. It is to stock that 
the farmer here must look for his most assured 
return for his labor &nd investment. The condi- 
tions which hinder wheat-growing on a large scale 
compel stock-growing. This is in the nature of 
things a stock country. Nowhere in the prairie 
provinces can feed crops be grown of the quality 
and quantity. Because of our location freight 


| rates are against the Alberta grain-grower, and 
} must always be. 


But grain exported ‘‘on the 
hoof’’ does not pay so heavy a toll to the railways 
and the steamship companies. And only by feed 
ing it to stock can the farmer find a dependable 


|cash market for the roughage incidental to crop 


The farmer in this dis 
trict is almost of necessity a grower of horses, 
cattle, sheep or hogs, or all of them, and must be 
still more distinctly a steckman as development 
proceeds. 

Alberta stockmen, like their fellows elsewhere, 
are not getting rich at present. They have been | 
hard hit by deflation, drought and hard winter. 
But be it said to their credit that they have done 
less complaining about it than others who have 
suffered less. And they are not quitting. Neither 
are they turning ‘‘red,’’ or blue or yellow. They | 
are staying with the game, taking conditions as | 
they come—and they have been coming pretty 
rough—and hanging onto the solid conviction 
that live stock growing must be a normally pro. | 
fitable branch of farming in Alberta—or else the 
whole farming population will have to move ont} 
of the prairie provinces. When the stockmen |! 
have been heard from in any collective way dur 
ing the last few trying years it has been almost 
invariably to the effect that though profits were | 
low confidence in the future was high. It has been 
worth something in these times to have had a 
steadying note of courage thus sounded by men 
who were standing the shocks of readjustment 
without losing faith in the ultimate solvency of | 
their business. That serves in a striking way to 
show the dependability of the stock-growing type 
of farming. 

The importance to Edmonton of the interests 
represented by these organizations can scarcely 
be over-estimated. What Edmonton is to become 
depends upon what the farmers of the tributary | 
country can achieve in the way of profits on their 
operations. If stack-raising is the most safe and 
sure kind of farming for the farmers in this part 
of the West, it is of direct and vast importance to 
Edmonton that stock-raising shall be the line fol 
lowed ,and any organization whose aim is to en 
courage that kind of farming deserves al] the en 
couragement it can get from the business interests 
and people of the city. Edmonton is one of the | 
great packing centres of the West, and bound t« }

of the conditions peculiar to this section of the 
country. That fact alone guarautees the future | 
of the city. If the farmens of central and northern 
Alberta never exported another bushel of grain,
